Henry Kamerer. a Celoma Murder­ 


er and Suicide, Was Buried 


this Morning. 


FATHER’S FUNERAL FOLLOWED 


T h e F a m ily are H eart-b ro ken O v e r 


the T e rrib le Trajpedy T h a t 


E nd ed T w o Lives. 


Coloma, Nov. 20-—The last sad rites 
over the remains of John and Henry 
Kamerer have been observed and a 
large concourse of friends have attend­ 
ed the raourninff relatives to the graves 
of murderer and victim. 
Words of con­ 
solation, breathing tenderness and sym­ 
pathy have been spoken by hundreds, 
and this bright afternoon sun is light­ 
ing up the last scenes in the most 
sliocking tragedy ever enacted in this 
vicinity. 


Henry Kamerer, who so wickedly 
made his aged father the victim of his 
rage, lies in an unhonored grave. 
Af­ 
ter the targedy the son’s body lay on 
the ground on the spar to which it had 
been dragged from the burning build­ 
ing until after the father had breathed 
his last. The face was covered with a 
cloth, but no more care was bestowed 
upon him as long as the father lived. 
It was intended to bury the son yester­ 
day as quickly as possible, but later his 
funeral was fixed for 9 o’clock this 
morning. 


The services over the remains of John 
Kamerer were held at 11 o’clock and 
were much more formal than were the 
exercises of the previous hour. 
Ac­ 
cording to the Catholic faith this fact 
was inevitable, and who can say it lacks 
in justice? 


As stated in these dispatches yester­ 
day there remains of toe family the 
wife and six children; they are pros­ 
trated over the affair, but sympathetic 
friends are at hand to comfort and con­ 
sole. 


To say the tragedy was not unex­ 
pected would be to state an untruth, 
but so quarrelsome were the men whose 
lives have gone out that some serious 
consequences 
were 
to be expected 
sooner or later. 
Only a year ago the 
son endeavored to kill the father, us­ 
ing a pump handle for a weapon. Both 
men were hard drinkers, both |K)s - 
sessed 
ungovernable tempers 
and 
usually they were about eqimlly to 
blame for their senseless quarrels"

THE RAINBOW’S LUCK 


BY C. B. LEWIS. 


During the palmy days of tho whal* 
ing fleet no craft sailing ont of any port 
was referred to as often as the bark 
Bain bow. Her history from beginning 
to end was a curious one, and it would 
be hard to find an old whaleman who 
hadn’t heard it half a dozen time« over. 


The ship Wanderer went whaling 
from the port of Bristol, commanded by 
Captain Joseph Watkins. She was ont 
18 months and never took a whale. 
Four of her crew died of fever, three 
were killed by accident, and the ship 
returned so wrecked that she was sold 
for a collier. The owners lost heavily, 
of course, and Captain Watkins was 
called a Jonah and could not gcft anoth­ 
er craft. One day when he was digging 
in his garden ho unearthed three jars 
which were filled to tbe brim with gold- 
pieces, and which had been buried for 
perhaps a century. His find footed up 
about 100,000, and with tho greater 
portion of tho money ho built and fitted 
out the bark Rainliow. Instead of ship­ 
ping u crew on shares he paid by the 
month, and thus set out on his first voy­ 
age with the best seamen of Bristol. 


On the second day after leaving port 
the bark oamo across a dead whale float­ 
ing abont which yielded 80 barrels of 
oil. On the fifth day, just as the decks 
had been cleared up, she came upon the 
scene of a fight between five whales 
and seven or eight of that species of 
fish known as the killer, which is the 
mortal enemy of the leviathan and the 
only known one ho has in any sea. Tho 
bark hove to and let the fight go ou. 
and when it was over she had two dead 
whales to tow alongside and added 150 
barrels of oil to her cargo. In four 
months from the day she left Bristol 
she entered port again, having a cargo 
of bone and oil which sold for more 
than $30,000. In addition to that she 
brought home the complete skeleton of

whale 85 feet long, for which the 
British museum paid |5,000 in cash. 


The Ineky voyage of the Rainbow 
created much talk, and when Captain 
Watkins was ready to M)t sail again he 
lad to turn sailors away by the hun­ 
dred. This time the crew was shipped 
on shares, and no man had roasoii to re­ 
gret it. In ir>0 days the bark was back 
a Bristol with 2,870 hu'rcls of common 
oil, 820 barrels of ** case” or fine oil, 
and the largest cargo of baleen, or whale- 
K)ne, ever brought to port by a whaler. 
She had not lost a man. boat or a sail. 
Everybody was astounded over the luck 
of a man who had been out a year and a 
half in another ship to meet with noth> 
ing but disaster, and the name of Cap­ 
tain Watkins was heard wheuever two 
sailors met. Ho had money enough to 
enable him to live comfortably the rest 
of his days, but he was persuaded to 
make one more voyage. On this third 
cruise the leviathans of the deep seemed 
to hunt for the ship. In 15Ü days she 
made the ixtrt of Bristol with a cargo 
worth 16,000 more than either of the 
preceding ones. 


When the Rainbow had completed 
her third voyage. Captain Watkins de­ 
termined to remain ashore. There were 
so many men who wanted to buy the 
lucky sliip that she was put up at auc­ 
tion. Men came from every seaport in 
England and Scotland to bid on her, 
and the price was run np until she sold 
for $5,000 more than she had cost to 
build. She was bid in by a Bristol firm, 
and the command of her given to a Cap­ 
tain Travers. Her complement of men 
when ready for sea was 88, but so wide­ 
spread was her fame as a lucky ship that 
there were over 700 applicants for tho 
38 places. 


Throe months after she arrived home 
on her third cruise the Rainbow' went 
to sea again. 
Up to this time 1 had 
never seen the bark, but had hoard all 
abont her a dozen times over from men 
aboard of our whaling ship, the Nancy 
Lee of Marblohead. One day as we were 
cutting in a whale to the north of St. 
Helena the Rainbow came up from tbe 
east, and the two craft remained in com­ 
pany for throe or four hours. The lucky 
ship had then been out of port 40 days 
without a capture and all were disgust­ 
ed. More than that, she had been through 
a severe gale and had three men hurt 
and lost sails and topmasts. Her luck 
had changed. Captain Travers was a 
fine seaman, an old whaler, and had 
never brought an empty ship into port, 
but the fact remained that the Rainbow 
bad not yet oven lowered for a whale. 


•fust as she was ready to leave ns, 
however, two large whales spouted wa- 
rt r within a half mile of the ships. 
They were a quarter of a mile apart, 
und wiiilo we lowered for one Ihe bark 
took the olber. We bad but Ullle tree* 
ble in killing our'prey, whiob was a 
female and good for 70 barrels of oil

«nder eiu# Mill toi'die'wn^ ef S i Bel 
tua, we lowered for a toliod of whalei 
and got two. There wém 19 in the 
school, and 10 went oft to thè south 
west. We were making our oaptares 
fast to tho ship when tho Rainbow oame 
down on us from the south. She was 
now 54 days out, and ill luck still pur­ 
sued her. After parting from us she 
lowered for a whale and loet two bar' 
poons and lines and had half a day’s 
work for nothing. Two men had fall­ 
en from aloft, had broken anns or logs, 
and her oaptain had to oomo aboard oif 
us to buy oil to keep his lampe alight. 


As I was third mate of tho Nancy 
Leo, I had an opportunity to iicar of tho 
fooling which prevailed aboard tho 
bark. Hor crew were on tho verge of 
mutiny, and Captain Travers had be­ 
come alarmed for his own safoty. Tho 
men had come to regard him as a Jonah, 
and on the day he ran down to ns hud 
oomo to tho docision that if the run of 
ill luck was not broken they would 
compel him to return to Bristol with 
an empty ship. Captain Travers was 
still aboard of us when a monster whale 
broko water within half a mile of tho 
two craft. 
Wo got him aboard of his 
ship as soon as possible, but long 
enough before he reached hor his mates 
had lowered and were away. Tho hour 
was 2 o’clock in tho afternoon, and wo 
knocked oflf work to see the fnn. 


There were those aboard of tho Rain­ 
bow who said it was tho same whale 
which had killed two men and smashed 
a boat to the north of St. Holona. Bo 
that as it may, he had a harpoon stick­ 
ing in him and w'as l)adly tangled up 
in a whale line. Ho was rolling ou tho 
surface when both boats came up and 
made fast at the siimo moment. For 1<6 
seconds tho inonstcr did not movo a fin. 
Then he st^'irtod off with a rusli and 
made a complete circle abont both ships, 
leaving such a wake liehind him that 
there wore times when we lost sight of 
the boats in tho foam. Having oom- 
plettid tho circle tho monster slowed 
about until ho was head on to tho first 
mate's boat. 
He lay for a moment 
swinging his lower jaw to right and 
left and then made a rush. The boat at­ 
tempted to shoot abend and avoid him, 
but he caught her with a swing of that 
terrible jaw tmd left only fragments be­ 
hind as he came down between tho two 
ships and went off to the south. Tho 
second mate's boat was obliged to cut 
loose to pick up tho other crew, but 
three men, one of whom was t!io first 
mate, had lost their iivea 
When tho 
extent of the calamity became known, 
open mutiny rusultod. 


Tho men demanded that the Rainbow 
be headed for Bristol, and two hours 
later she laid her course for that port 
and left us. 
Never did a more dis­ 
gruntled crew re;ich port. Tho owners 
at once removed Captain Tmvers from 
command. The men scattered, and it 
was three months before the bark start 
ed out for another cruise. She had lost 
prestige, but she was still looked upon 
as a lucky craft and there was no lack 
of applicants when she was ready for 
sea. On this, which proved to txt her 
last cruise, she was commanded by Cap­ 
tain Thorndyko, who wjis a whaler of 
16 years' oxperience and hud command 
ed some of the best vcssiils in the fleet 
On leaving Bristol he told the owners 
he would come back with a hold full of 
oil or not at all. 


We in the Nancy Lee had meanwhile 
transshipped 1,400 barrels of oil and 
worked our way down to Ch^k* Horn 
and 200 miles south of it 
We were 
cruising east and west, taking a whale 
occasionally, when tho Rainbow came 
down on us for the third time. This 
was some nine or ten months after her 
last adventure, and she had made tho 
trii) from Bristol without sighting 
spout. She camo down to us at 10 
o’clock one morning, remained hove to 
until 2 in the afternoon and theu head­ 
ed away to tho east. 


Wo came about, and two days later 
sighted the Rainbow again. Neither 
craft had sighted a sx)out, but at 
o’clock in tho afternoon, as they lay 
within a quarter of a mile of each other 
a whale broke water within a cable’s 
length of the bark. He was so close to 
her that we had no show and did not 
lower. It was a lone whale and a big 
one. and we no sooner had him under 
onr glasses than we saw that he was a 
fighter. Thero were halt a dozen scars 
ou his head, and the way be rolled about 
showed his temper. As he was head on 
to us ho must have seen both ships anc 
the two boats lowered for him, but he 
made no move until tbe mate’s boat 
was close upon him and ready for 
dart. She had made a half circle to get 
out of his line of vision and approach 
him broadside on, but he heard the ap 
preach and indulged in a strango ma 
neuver. 


Few men ever saw a whale back wa 
ter, and there are plenty of whalers that 
contend that he camiot 
This whale 
however, backed a distance of 100 feet 
and with amassing swiftness, too, am 
striking the boat with his flukes be 
killed four meu and reduced her to 
matchwood. Then be started ftraight 
for the Rainbow, and his rush was that 
of an avalanche. Every man of us had 
our eyes on him when he struck her on 
the port bow, and we plainly heard tbe 
crash of planks and timbers. After tbo 
shock be started off and settled down 
and was seen no more, but in ten min 
utes tbe Rainbow was at the bottom 
the sea. Not a man saved even an extra 
jacket. Tber<j was scarce time for them 
to lower tbi ir boats when the bark 
pitched forward and went to her grave, 
We. of course, took them aboard, anc 
•fter a few weeks they were landed at 
Bahia.

stick. ’ 


“ ‘Why, my friend,’ I said, ‘that is 
the very point. For having committed 
such like brutalities the government of 
the Bourbons has fallen. 
And if we 
imitated their example all we should 
prove is that we ourselves are unw'orthy 
of liberty.' Witli these and similar 
words 1 snccoede<l in soothing their rage 
and from that moment Gambardella 
placed himself at the head of a new 
movement—in those days every one had 
to be at the head of some movement—- 
and was in tlie habit of making me his 
oounselor and acting according to my 
advice. Garibaldi got to know him later 
and liked him very much. 
But on« 
morning the poor man was stabbed in 
the street ■’—Contemporary Review,

The dealers contend­ 
ed that they should be allowed to sell 
frozen lish during the elusing season-^- 
fish that were caught before the season 
began—but the uttorney general has 
given his opinion that they cannot sell 
Ush any more than tlicy could ¡Mirtrldge 
or quail.

The lish men made a ¡wwerful appeal 
to have the operation of the law sus- 
jMjnded for this year, or at least long 
enough to give them time to dispose of 
the «lock they have on hand. 
Ci arlcs 
11. Craig said he had $ÌO,OOi> worth of 
herring alone in ntoctc, and he and the 
others made strong statements of the 
sacri lice It would be to them to have 
the law enforced at once. They pur­ 
chased the tish in good faith, supjKis- 
ng they would be allowed to sell them 
without any trouble, providing they 
could prove they were not caught dur- 
iig the cloml season. 


Thti result of the meeting was that 
the dealers became convinced that the 
game warden could not be induced to 
relieve them by letting up in the en­ 
forcement of the law, and they finally 
acquiesced and agreed to faithfully ob­ 
serve it and not sell any more fish un 
til after December li», when the closed 
»«easonends.
